APPENDIX II 

REGULATIONS RELATING TO THE PHYSICAL EXA- 
MINATION OF CANDIDATES 

(These regulations are published for the convenience of 
candidates and in order to enable them to ascertain the pro- 
bability of their coming up to the required physical standard. 
The regulations are also intended to provide guide lines to 
the medical examiners and a candidate who does not satisfy 
the minimum requirements prescribed in the regulations, can- 
not be declared fit by the medical examiners. However, 
while holding that a candidate is not fit according to tire 
norms laid down in these rcgulalions, it would be permissible 
lor a Medical Board to recommend to the Government of 
India for reasons specifically recorded in writing that he may 
be admitted to service without disadvantage to Government. 

2. It should, however, be clearly understood that the Gov- 
ernment of India, reserve to themselves, absolute discretion 
to reject or accept any candidate after considering the report 
of th Medical Board], 

1. To be passed as fiL for appointment a candidate must 
be in good mental and bodily health and free from any 
physical defect likely to interfere with the efficient perform- 
ance of the duties of his appointment, 

2. (a) In the matter of the correlation of age, height and 
chest girth of candidates of Indian (including Anglo-Indian) 
race, it is left to Medical Board lo use whatever correlation 
figures are considered most suitable as a guide in the exami- 
nation of the candidates. If there be any disproportion with 
regard to height weight and chest girth, the candidate should 
be hospitalised for investigation and X-ray of the chest taken 
before the candidate is declared fit or not fit by the Board. 

(b) However, lor certain services the m inim um standards 
for height and chest girth without which candidates cannot 
be accepted are as follows ; —

The arms will 
then be lowered to hang loosely by the side and 
care will be taken that the shoulders are not thiBwn 
upwards or backwards so as to displace the tape 
The candidate will then be directed to take a deep 
inspiration several times and the maximum expan- 
sion of the chest will be carefully noted, and tho 
minimum and maximum will then be recorded in 
centimetres, 84-89. 86-93.5 etc. In recording the 
meaurcmonls fractions of less than half a "centi- 
metre should not be noted. 

N.fl. — The height and chest of the candidate should bo 
measured twice before coming to a final decision. 
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5. The candidate wil lalso be weighed and his weight 
recorded in kilograms; fractions of half a kilogram should 
not he noetd. 

6. (a) The candidate’s eye-sight will be tested in accord- 
ance with the following rules, lhe result of each test will 
he recorded, 

(b) There shall he no limit for minimum naked eye vision 
but the nuked eye vision of the candidates shall, however, 
he recorded by the Medical Hoard or other medical authority, 
in every case as it will furnish the basic information in 
regard to ihe condition of the eve.

(d) In every case of myopia, fundus examination should 
be carried out and the results recorded. In the event of 
pathological condition being present which is likely to be 
progressive and affect the efficiency of the candidate, he 
should be declared unfit.

(including the cylinder) shall not exceed -1-4, OOD. 

(e) Filed of Vivian . — 'lhe held of vision shall be tested 
in respect of all services by the confrontation method. When 
such test gives unsatisfactory or doubtful results, the field 
of vision should be determined on the perimeter. 

(f) A ifjht Blindness . — broadly there are two types of night 
blindness; (l) as a result of vit. A deficiency and (2) as 
a result of Organic disease of Retina — a common cause being 
Retinitis pigmentosa. In (1) the fundus is normal, generally 
seen in younger age group and ill nourished persons and 
improves by large doses of Vit. V In (2) the fundus is 
often involved and mere fundus examination will reveal the 
condition in majority of cases. The patient in this category 
is an adult, and may not suffer from malnutrition. Persons 
seeking employment for higher posts in the Government will 
fall in this category. For both (1) and (2), dark adaptation 
test will reveal the condition. For (2) specially when fundus 
is not involved elcetro-Ret ino-graphy is required to be done. 
Both these tests (dark adaptation and rctinography) arc time- 
consuming and require specialized set up, and equipment; and 
thus arc not possible as a routine test in a medical check 
up. Because of these technical considerations, it is for the 
Ministry/Department to indicate if these tests for night blind- 
ness arc required to be done. This wil ldepend upon the 
job requirement and nature of duties to be performed by 
tho prospective Government employees. 

(g) Colour Vision. — (i) The testing of colour vision shall 
be essential in respect of all the posts. 

(ii) Colour perception should be graded into a higher and 
a lower grade depending upon the size of the aperture in the

The use of Isliihara s plates, shown in good 
light and a suitable lantern like Fdrigc Green’s shall be 
considered quite dependable for testing colour vision. While 
cither of the two tests may ordinarily be considered suffi- 
cient. in respect of tile services concerned with road, rail and 
air traffic, it is essential to carry out the lantern test, in 
doubtful cases where a candidate Jails to qualify when tested 
by only one of the two tests, both the tests should be em- 
ployed. 

(h) Ocular conditions oilier Ulan visual acquity - — 

(i) Any organic disease or a progressive refractive error, 
which is likely to result in lowering the visual acuity, should 
be considered a disqualification. 

(ii) Squint. — As lhe presence of binocular vision is essen- 
tial, squint, even it the visual acuity in each eye is of the 
prescribed standard, should be considered a disqualification. 

(iii) One eye. — flic medical board may recommend one 
eyed persons for appointment to Class 1 & Class II posts if it 
is satisfied that he can. perform all the functions for the parti- 
cular job for which ho is a candidate provided further that 
the visual acuity in the functioning eye is 6/6 for distance 
vision and 0.6 for near vision and the refractive error is not 
more than plus or minus 4.00 D and the fundus of the func- 
tioning eye should reveal no abnormality, This relaxation in 
visual standards will he applicable to only one-eyed persons in. 
view of their disability and not to persons svilh binocular 
vision. 

(i) Contact Lenses. — During the medical examination of a 
candidate- the use of contact lenses is not to he allowed. It 
is necessary that when conducting eye test the illumination of 
Lhe type letters tor distanct vision should have an illumination 
of 15 tool-candies. 

7. Blood Pressure. 

T he Board will use its discretion regarding Blood Pressure. 
A rough method of calculating normal maximum systolic 
pressure is as follows ;— 

(i) With young subjects 15 — 25 years of age the average 
is about 100 plus the age. 

(ii.) With subjects over 25 years of age the general rule 
of 110 phis half the age seems quite satisfactory. 

N.B. — As it general rule any systolic pressure over 140 rum 
and diastolic over 90 mm should be regarded as suspclous and 
the candidate should be hospitalised by lhe Board before giving 
their final opinion regarding the candidate's fitness or other- 
wise. The hospitalization reporL should indicate whether the 
rise in blood pressure is of a transient nature due to excite- 
ment etc. or whether it is due to any organic disease. In all 
such cases X-ray and electrocardiographic examinations of 
heart and blood urea clearance test should also be done as 
a routine. The final decision as to the fitness or otherwise of 
a candidate will, however, vest with the Medical Board only. 

Method ot taking Blood Pressure. 

The mercury munormeter type of instrument should be used 
as a rule. The measurement should not be taken within 
fifteen minutes of any exercise or excitement. Provided the 
patient aud particularly his arm is relaxed, he may bo either 
lying or sitting. The arm is supported comfortably at the 
patient’s side in a more or Jess horizontal position. The arm 
should be freed from clothes to the shoulder. The cuff com- 
pletely deflated should be applied with lhe middle of the 
rubber over the inner side of the ami, and its lower edge tin. 
inch or two above the bend of the elbow, The following 
turns of cloth bandage should spread evenly over the bag to 
avoid bulging during inflation. 

The brachial artery is located by palpitation at the bend 
of the elbow and tile stethoscope js then applied lightly and 
centrally over it below, but not in contact with the cuff. The 
cull is inflated to about 200 m.m. Hg. and then slowly deflated. 
The level at which the column stands when soft successive 
sounds arc heard represents the Systolic Pressure. When more 
air is allowed to escape the sounds will be heard to increase 
in intensity. The level at which the well-hoard clear sounds 
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change lo sort muffled lading sound represents the diastolic 
jitexstire. I tic measurements should be taken in a fairly brief 
period 0 ( time as prolonged pressure of the cuff is irritating to 
me patient and will viuutc the readings, Re-checking, it neces- 
sary, should he done only a few minutes after complete defla- 
tion of Hie cull. I sometimes, as file cuff is deflated sounds 
are heard al a eertain level; they may disappear as pressure 
tails tinu reappear aL a stiff tower level, this ‘.Silent Gap 
may cause error in readings). 

H. I tic urine (.passed in the presence of the examiner) 
should oe examined and the result Recorded. Where a Medical 
hoard linos sugar present in a candidate's urine by the usual 
chemical tests ihe Board will proceed with the examination 
uiili all its other aspects and will also specially note any 
signs or symptoms suggestive of diabetes. If except for the 
glycosuria, the Board finds the candidate conforms to the 
standard of medical fitness required they may pass the can- 
didate "lit suoiect lo the Glycosuria being non-diabetic” and 
Lbc Board will reier the case to a specified specialist in Medi- 
eiue who has hospital and laboratory facilities at his disposal. 

1 lie Medical Specialist will carry out whatever examinations, 
clinical and laboratory, he considers necessary including a 
standard blood sugar tolerance test and will submit his 
opinion lo ihe Medical Board upon which the Medical Board 
will base its final opinion "fit’ or "unfit”. The candidate 
will not be required to appear in person before the Board 
on the second occasion. To excluce the effects of medication 
ii may be necessary to retain a candidate for several days 
ill hospital, under strict supervision. 

9. A woman candidate who as a result of tests is found 
lo be pregnant of 12 weeks standing or over, should be 
declared temporarily unlit until the confinement is over. She 
should be re-examined for a fitness certificate six weeks after- 
ihe dale of confinement, subject to the production of a 
medical certificate of fitness front a registered medical 
practitioner. 

10. The following additional polinis should be observed— 

(a) that, the candidate’s hearing in each ear is good and 
that there is no sign of disease of the ear. In case it 
is defective the candidate should be got examined by 
t he ear specialist. Provided that if the dcLcct in 
hearing is remediable by operation or by use of a 
hearing aid. candidate cannot be declared unfit on 
l hat account provided he /she has no progressive 
disease in the car. 

(bj that his/her speech is without impediment; 

(c) that his/her teeth are in good order that he/siie 
is provided with dentures where necessary for effec- 
tive mastication (well filled teeth will be considered 
as sound). 

(d) that the chest is well formed and ills chest expansion 
sufficient; and that bis heart and lungs are sound; 

(e) that there is no evidence of any abdominal disease; 

(f) lhal he is not ruptured; 

(S) that he does not suffer from hydrocele, a severe 
degree of varicocele, varicose, veins or piles; 

(h) that his limbs, bands and feet arc well formed and 
developed and that there is tree and perfect motion 
of all his joints. 

(i) that lie does not suffer from any inveterate skin 
disease; 

(j) that there is no congenital malformation or defect; 

(t) that he does not bear traces or acute or chronic 
disease pointing to an impaired constitution; 

U> 'hat he bears marks of efficient vaccination; and 

(in) that he is free from communicable disease. 

Iff. Radiographic examination ot the chest should be done 
as a routine in all cases for detect ng any abnormality of the 
heart and lungs, which mav not b: apparent by ordinary 
physical examination. 

When any defect is found it must be noted in the Certi- 
hcule and the medical examiner should state his opinion 
whether or and it is likely to interfere with the efficient pei- 
formance of the duties which will be required of the candi- 
date. 


Note, — Candidates are warned that there is no right of 
appeal from a Medical Board, special or standing, appoint- 
ed to determine their fitness for the above posts. If, however. 
Government are satisfied on the evidence produced before 
them of the possibility of an error of judgment in the decision 
o| the first Hoard, it is open lo Government to allow an 
appeal to a second Board. Such evidence should be submitted 
within one month of the date of the communication in which 
the decision of the first Medical Board is communicated to 
die candidate, otherwise no request for an appeal to a second 
Medical Board will be considered. 

If any medical certificate is produced by a candidate as a 
piece of evidence ubout the possibility of an error of judgment 
in ihe decision of the first Board, the certificate will not be 
taken into consideration unless it comains a note by the medi- 
cal praelioner concerned to the effect that it has been given 
in full knowledge of the fact that the candidate has already 
been rejected as unfit for service by the Medical Board. 

Medical Board’s Report 

The following intimation is made for the guidance of the 
Medical Examiner : — 

1. Ihe standard of physical fitness to be adopted should 
make due allowance for the age and length of service, if any, 
of the candidate concerned. 

No person will be deemed qualified for admission to the 
Public Service who shall not satisfy Government, or 
tile appointing authority, as the case may be, that he 
has no disease, constitutional affection, or bodily in- 
firmity unfitting him, or likely to unfit him for that 
service. 

It should be understood that the question of fitness in- 
volves the future as well as the present and that one 
of the main objects of medical examination is to 
secure continuous effective service and in the case 
of candidates for permanent appointment to prevent 
early pension or payments in case of premature 
death. It is at the same time to be noted that the 
question is one of the likelihood of continuous effec- 
tive service, and that rejection of a candidate need 
not be advised on account of the presence of a 
defect which in only a small proportion of cases, is 
found to interfere with continuous effective service. 

A lady doctor will be co-opted as a member of the Medi- 
cal Board whenever a woman candidate is to be 
examined. 

The report of the medical board should be treated as 
confidential. 

In cases where a candidate is declared unfit for appoint- 
ment in the Government Service, the grounds for 
rejection may be communicated to the candidates in 
broad terms without giving minute details regarding 
the defects pointed out by the Medical Board. 

In cases where, a Medical Board consider that a minor 
disability disqualifying a candidate for Government 
service can be cured by treatment (medical or sur- 
gical) a statement to that effect should be recorded 
bv die Medical Board. There is no objection to a 
candidate being informed of the Board’s opinion to 
this effect by the appointing authority and when a 
cure has been effected it will be open to the autho- 
riiv concerned to ask for another Medical Board. 

in the case of candidates who are to be declared ‘Tem- 
porarily Unfit’ the period specified for re-examina- 
tion should not ordinarily exceed six months at the 
maximum, On re-examination after the specified 
period these candidates should not be declared tem- 
porarily unfit for a further period but a final decision 
in regard to their fitness for appointment or other- 
wise should be given.

Officers /Senior Technical Officers are dependent on 
the occurrence of vacancies in the later grade and 
will be made on the basis of seniority-enm-fitnoss, 
from amongst those Communication Officers /Tech - 
nical Officers who have rendered a minimum of 
three year’s service in the grade.
